“In my ecpiniocn,” Nixon said, |

to date seem insignificant in com- 
parison.” 

Nixon recalled that Senator 
Cylde R. Hoey (Dem.), North 
Carolina, chairman of the Senate 
Investigaton’s subcommittee, told 
him before Boyle resigned Satur- 
day that if Boyle quit that would | 
not stop the inquiry. 

‘Many New Leads.” 

“The Boyle case has already 
produced many new leads indi- 
cating that a number of political 
figures may have received fees 
in payment for their influence,” 
Nixon asserted. “I am confident 
that every one of these leads will 
be followed up by the members 
and staff of the Senate Investiga- 
tions subcommittee so that all 
the facts can be disclosed.” 

Nixon renewed his request for 
the resignation of Guy G. 
Gabrielson, chairman of the Re- 
publican National Committee. 

“While Gabrielson's case is in 
no way comparable to Boyle’s,” 
Nixon ‘said, “he should now re- 
sign so this investigation can con- 
tinue without any false issues 
being raised by those under ih- 
vestigation.” 

Resigns Under Fire. 

Boyle’s resignation came in the 
midst of the Senate inquiry which 
resulted from disclosure by the 
Post-Dispatch that he was on the 
payroll of American Lithofold 
Corp. of St. Louis. He interceded 
on behalf of the company with 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, which suddenly reversed | 
itself after three rejections and 
lent $565,000 to the printing firm. 

Gabrielson also has been criti- 
cized by Republicans and Demo- 
crats for intereceding on behalf 
of his company, Carthage Hydro- 
col, Inc., with the RFC. The gaso- 
line refining firm borrowed $18.- 
500,000 from the Government 
lending agency. Gabrielson 
acknowledged negotiating with the 
RFC for changes in terms of the 
loan. But Gabrielson insisted re- 
peatedly that he will not resign 
as Republican chairman. 

Boyle, who gave the state of his 
health as his reason for resigning, 
entered Georgetown University 
Hospital here yesterday for a 
“check-up and observation,” the 
Democratic National Committee 
reported today. 

Meanwhile, President Truman 
told reporters in Winston-Salem, 
N.C., today he had not asked for 
Boyle’s resignation and was sorry 
to see him quit. He added that 
he still thought highly of him 
and was surprised by his resigna- 
tion. He had no comment on a 
successor. 

On Sept. 20, President Truman 
said Boyle took no fees for help- 
ing obtain RFC loans. The si- 
dent said he had Boyle’s word for 
this and he believed Boyle. 

What's a Chairman For? 

As to the propriety of Boyle's 
telephoning federal agencies for 
appointments for others, Truman 
said that was something done by 
every party chairman. What's a 
party chairman for? the President 
then asked. 

After conferring with the Pres- 
ident last Aug. 6, Boyle an- 
nounced he had no intention of 
resigning as party chairman. He 
said he assured the President he 
had not exerted improper influ- 
ence on the RFC and had not 
tried to gain control of the Gov- 
ernment-owned Nicaro Nickel 
plant in Cuba. 

“I have no intention of resign- 
ing,” Boyle said after his Aug. 6 
conference with the President. “I 
accepted the party chairmanship 
for the full term and I expect 
to remain in it through the 1952 
election, until the normal time ar- 
rives for the national committee 
to vote again on a chairman.” 

Mentioned as Successors. 

Among those mentioned as pos- 
sible Boyle successors were John 
L. Sullivan, former Secretary of 
the Navy, and Francis J. Myers, 
former Senator from Pennsylva- 
nia, who was defeated last year. 
Both now practice law in Wash- 
ington. .

Iranian Premier, has a smile 


Mossadegh ‘Given Forum to Tell World How 
Company Oppressed Iranian People,’ 
Former U.S. Envoy Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Henry F. Grady, former United 


States Ambassador to Iran, said 
today he thinks the British made 
“a great mistake” in taking their 
oil controversy with Iran to the 
United Nations. 


“I think the British have given 
Mr. Mossadegh the chance of a 
great forum to tell the world how 
this oil company has oppressed 
the Iranian people, how Western 
capitalism is tendingsto control 
and possibly destroy Other coun- 
tries in the underdeveloped parts 
of the world,” Grady said. 


Grady, a central figure in sev- 
eral of the Tehran conferences 
over the explosive oil issue who 
recently retired as Ambassador, 
expressed his views in a copy- 
righted interview with the maga- 
zine U.S. News and World Report. 
British ‘Strategy’ Criticized. 

He criticized the British for 
breaking off negotiations with the 
Iranian government, and for 
“strategy” which he said was 
aimed at pushing Premier Mo- 
hammed Mossadegh out of power. 
This, along with the British 
move shifting the oil controversy 
to the U.N., Grady said, had “sol- 
idified” Iran behind Mossadegh 
in his determination to nationalize 
the British oil holdings at any cost. 
Recalling that he once told Mos- 
sadegh that through such a policy 
the Prime Minister was “leading 


ruin,” Grady quoted Mossadegh as 
replying: 

“If we go Communist, it will be 
the British fault and your (the 
United itates) fault.” 

Expressing the opinion that the 
Iranian Premier is “certainly” 
playing off Russia against the 


West in an effort to gain support 


for his country both in the oil | 


controversy and for economic as- 
sistance, Grady said: 

“I compare him to a child who 
stands before a red-hot stove with 
his hand right there but looking 
over his shoulder to see if his 
papa is going to grab him before 
he puts his hand on the stove. I 
think there is a feeling that papa 
is going to grab him, or uncle is 
going to grab him before it is too 
late. So, I suppose the next thing 
may be a situation which may call 
for some emergency treatment in 
terms of economic assistance.” 

Warning of Communist Peril. 

Grady warned that economic 
collapse .and internal confusion 
in Iran could lead to a successful 
Communist coup in Iran, “If the 
confusion were sufficiently 
great.” 

He added that if the Russians 
succeeded in gaining control of 
Iran they “can then easily go 
into” other countries of the Mid- 
dle East where, Grady said, the 
Iranian stand against the British 
is making the Arab countries “‘in- 
dependent the way the Iranians 
are becoming independent.” 

Grady said the British should 
have continued to negotiate with 
Iran. 

“The people of the Orient don’t 
negotiate rapidly,” Grady said. 
“You can’t be impatient with 
them. You can’t issue ultimatums 
and time deadlines. It doesn’t 
work,” 

He called Mossadegh “one of 
the few honest politicians” in 
Iran. 

Grady said “the only possibili- 
ty” for a solution of the oil con- 
troversy is an international com- 
pany to control the oil industry, 
but added he had “no great 
hopes” for agreement on such a 
plan.

Ar- 
thur Sexton, 26 years old, left the 
mine shortly after 2 a.m., however, 
because he had suffered an eye 
injury. 

Sexton told reporters: “I sure 
feel lucky to get out of there. I 
never thought I'd be the only man 
living on the crew this morning.” 

The mine employs a total of 
250 men, but only about 50 were 
at work on the overnight shift. 

The blast occurred as the men 
prepared to come out of the mine 
at the end of that shift.

Supreme Court Agrees to Review '

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (UP)— 
The Supreme Court agreed today 
to arbitrate the controversy over 


radio broadcasting in streetcars 
and busses. 

The court accepted for review 
two appeals from a lower court 
judgment that broadcasts of 
“commercials,” weather reports 
and similar announcements on 
Washington streetcars and busses 
are unconstitutional. 

Arguments will be scheduled 
soon and the cout will hand 
down a written opinion in the 
case later. The ultimate decision 
may affect transit radio in 12 
other cities. 

The District of Columbia Court 
of Appeals ruled that the. pro- 
grams “deprive objecting’ passen- 
gers of liberty without due pro- 
cess of law.” There was no rul- 
ing on whether “occasional 
broadcasts of music alone’ would 
infringe constitutional rights.” 
The Supreme Court will look into 
this aspect of the matter also. 

Plea to Intervene Denied. 

Radio Cincinnati, Inc.; KXOK, 
Inc., St. Louis, and KCMO, Kan- | 
sas City, asked to be allowed to | 
intervene in the case because of | 
their “strong concern in the out- | 
come.” The court refused this per- | 
mission.

Voters Back Government 


Parties, Reducing Com- 
munists to Small Mi- 
nority in Councils. 


PARIS, Oct. 15 (UP)—The 
French Communists suffered one 
of their worst political defeats 
since the end of World War Il 
as the voters placed themselves 
squarely behind the Government 
parties in local elections thrdugh- 
out the nation, complete results 
showed today. 

Returns from runoff voting 
yesterday reduced the tiny minor- 
ity in the important French lo- 
cal legislative councils. In ef- 
fect, Gen. Dwight Eisenhower 
and the Atlantic army project 
were given an overwhelming vote 
of confidence. The followers of 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle fared 
badly. 

Biggest Gains by Alliance. 

The French voters, following 
the trend set in the first voting 
last week for the departmental 
councils, generally favored the 
right wing within Premier Ple- 
ven’s middle-of-the-road coalition. 

Parties of Pleven’s coalition and 
those supporting his foreign policy 
won 1280—75 per cent—of the 
1660 seats at stake. 

With the coalition, the right-of- 
center Independent. Republican- 
Peasant Alliance emerged as the 
most potent party, capturing 468 
seats on departmental (county) 
councils. This represented a 
gain of 142 for the rightists, at 
the expense of the Socialists and 
Communists. 

Yesterday’s voting was in 702 
districts in metropolitan France 
where no candidate had obtained 
a clear majority a wee": earlier.

“Ta the sowers of suspicion, 
and the peddlers of fear, to all 
those who seem bent on persuad- 
ing us that our country is on the 
wrong track and that there is no 
honor or loyalty left in the land, 
and that woe and ruin lie ahead, 
I would say one thing: 


“*Take off your blinders, and 
look toward the future, The worst 
danger we face is the danger of 
being paralyzed by doubts and 
fears. This danger is brought on 
by those who abandon faith and 
sneer at hope. It is brought on 
by those who spread cynicism 
and distrust and try to blind us 
to our great_chance to do good 
for mankind.’” 


At heart, the President said, 
he does not greatly fear such men 
“for they have always been with 
us, and in the long run they have 
always failed.”

The House today passed a bill en- 
larging federal school aid for new, 
Government housing projects in 
critical defense areas. It now 
goes to the Senate.

The bill would: 

Permit critical defense areas to 
anticipate emergency school needs 
arising from federal defense activ- 
ities, and to obtain funds from 
the Government beforehand in 
time to provide needed schools.

That He Took Part in 
Conferences, Ex-Gov- 
ernor Says. . 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15 (AP)— 
Harold E. Stassen said today it is 
“unbelievable” that Ambassador 
Philip C. Jessup took no part in 
1949 conferences on the question 
of shutting off United States 
military aid to the Chinese Na- 
tionalists.

This college has suffered from 
such people and no doubt will 
again. This country is suffering 
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DURING THE GREAT 


cost, and who say it would be 
better to do nothing—or as close 
to nothing as poésible. 

But it is clear, to most of us 
at least, that the effort is worth 
making—indeed that we have to 
make it. 

Our great effort for peace is 
a national effort. It is not the 
decision of one group or one 
person. It is the result of our 
entire national experience, over 
the last few decades. 

By the end of World War II 
we had learned, as a nation, that 
we could not have peace by keep- 
ing out of the affairs of the 
world. We were determined to 
act, positively and vigorously, 
with other nations, to preserve 
peace. That is why we embraced 
the United Nations, and pledged 
to support it. 

Everything that we have done 
since has been the result of this 
decision. All we have done, our 
treaties with other nations, our 
defense program, our aid to other 
countries, has been the result of 
our determination to uphold the 
principles of the United Nations. 

It has been harder and more 
dangerous than we expected, 
because of the refusal of one 
of the great powers to carry 
out the spirit of the United 
Nations, and to live peacefully 
and co-operatively with its 
neighbors. 

But, if I understand this coun- 
try correctly, there is no desire 
to back-track on the path we have 
taken toward peace. There is no 
intention of running out on the 
obligation we undertook to sup- 
port the principles of the charter. 
We made our decision, it was 
the right decision, we are going 
to follow it out—and that is that. 

Only Objective Is Peace. 

It is important to remember, as 
our defense program begins to 
turn out more and more weapons, 
and our alliances for defense be- 
gin to take effect, that our basic 
objective—our only objective—is 
eace. 

I am afraid that some peo- 
ple, here and abroad, believe 
that the creation of armed de- 
fenses must inevitably lead to 
war. This is not the case. We 
do not think war is inevitable. 

We believe that the creation 
of defenses will make war less 
likely. So long as one country 
has the power and the forces to 
overwhelm others, and so long 
as the country has aggressive 
intentions, real peace is unat- 
tainable. The stronger we be- 
come, the more possible it will 
be to work out solid and lasting 
arrangements that will prevent 
war. Our strength will make 
for peace. 

We saw the folly of weakness 
in the days of Hitler. We know 
now that we must have defenses 
when there is an aggressor abroad 
in the world. 

But once we have defenses 
strong enough to prevent the 
sneaking, creeping kind of ag- 
gression that Hitler practiced— 
what is the next step? Must we 
then have a showdown, and a war 
until one side or the other is 
completely victorious? 

I think not. 

Our policy is based on the 
hope that it will be possible 
to live, without a war, in the 
same world as the Soviet Union 
—if the free nations have ade- 
quate defenses. As our defenses 
improve, the chances of nego- 
tiating successfully with the So- 
viet Union will increase. The 
growth of our defenses will 
help to convince the leaders of 
the Soviet Union that peaceful 
arrangements are in their own 
self-interest.

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Bigger Than Boyle 


William M. Boyle Jr. has resigned as chair- 
man of the Democratic National Committee. 


He has done so, he explains, because of his | 


health. He would have quit sooner, so he says, 
‘except that he did not want to act while the 

Senate committee was investigating his ‘“‘per- 

sonal affairs.” 

Mr. Boyle’s ill health is unfortunate and we 
believe that everyone, regardless of party, will 
wish him an early and full recevery. The fact, 
is, however, that the now resigned head’ of the 
Democratic party machinery has been through 
enough to make the healthiest man sick. 

But health clear aside there was nothing else 
for Mr. Boyle to do. Though he says that he 
has conducted himself “at all times with honor 
and propriety,” there is the reiterated statement 
by his party chief, Harry S. Truman, that no 
party official should derive financial benefit 
from any dealings with the Government. 

Mr. Boyle’s testimony before the Hoey subcom- 
mittee did not vindicate him. That appearance 
left him with much more than the Lithofold 
case to explain. The Post-Dispatch showed two 
weeks ago that instead of just one case there 
are at least eight and that the fees to Mr. Boyle 
totaled at least $60,000. °, 

All these are instances of legal business, deal- 
ing with the Government. All occurred while 
Mr. Boyle was executive vice chairman of the 
Democratic party. Under the circumstance in 
the party organization at that time, the vice- 
chairmanship was the same as the chairmanship. 

Accepting this set of facts then Mr. Boyle. did 
not conduct himself with “honor and propriety.” 
On the contrary, he used his high party post, 
notwithstanding his own disclaimer, in such a 
way as inevitably to apply pressure on Gov- 
ernment agencies in matters which should have 
been decided on merit alone. 

But though Mr. Boyle has resigned and for- 
mer Collector of Internal Revenue James P. 
Finnegan is now under federal indictment for 
bribe-taking and. other improper conduct, the 
citizen can only wonder if these developments 
are much more than the start in the clean-up. 

Mr. Truman’s Secretary of the Treasury, John 
Snyder of St. Louis, says he asked Mr. Finnegan 
to resign several times last year. Mr. Finnegan 
says he tried three times to resign but was 
taiked out of doing it at the White House. 

Can both be telling the truth? 

The Post-Dispatch shows today that the De- 
partment of Justice attempted to block the grand 
jury investigation in the Finnegan case and 
that this was resolved only when Presiding 
Judge Moore of the Federal Court gave no less 
an official than Attorney General McGrath an 
ultimatum by telephone. 

Why did Mr. McGrath's department interfere 
in the grand jury investigation? 

The Republicans should take a cue from this 
public collapse in the Democratic party organiza- 
tion. Guy Gabrielson, their national chairman, 
is also vulnerable. He has been doing business 
at the RFC. If there is a difference, it is chiefly 
one of degree. Enough prominent Republicans 
have already said almost as much. 

But the biggest cue of all is for President 
Truman. What is he going to do? Is he going 
to provide the moral leadership this tragic con- 
dition calls for? Or is he going to fail? 

The example for him is Calvin Coolidge. Back 
in the ‘20s that G.O.P. President appointed 
a Democrat, Attlee Pomerene, and an upstand- 
ing Republican, Owen J. Roberts, to prosecute 
the Harding oil scandals. 

The Bureau of Internal Revenue, under Secre- 
tary Snyder, needs the same kind of cleaning 
up by resolute and unimpeachable men.

Gen. Ridgeway 's Frank Dealing 

If the Korean cease-fire talks continue to be 
stalled, it will not be the fault of the United 
Nations command. Gen. Ridgway has made this 
clear by frankly and unreservedly accepting re- 
sponsibility for last Friday’s violation’ of the 
neutral zone by three warplanes. The strafing 
of neutral territory by the planes was doubly 
unfortunate, as Gen. Ridgway said, because the 
victims were a 12-year-old boy and his 2-vear-old 
brother. Disciplinary action against the pilots 
involved is promised. 

It would have been easy to string out the 
U.N. investigation of the Communists’ charge. 
to surround any findings with all sorts of 
qualifying reservations, to becloud the -issue of 
this U.N. violation with accusations of violation 
from the other side. Such tactics are just the 
sort that might have been expected had the 
Communists been the defendant in this case 
instead of the complainant. 

Gen. Ridgway took the honest course of plead- 
ing guilty once he was convinced that this 
particular charge, unlike some others, had a 
foundation in fact. The admission does not, 
of course, make the violation any the less 
regrettabje, but it shows that the U.N. command 
is sincerely trying to observe agreed conditions 
of the cease-fire talks and has no desire to 
place barriers in the way of resuming them. 

So far the talks remain stalled over a disagree- 
ment on the extent of the neutral zone to sur- 
round the new site. But the Communists again 
have reason to know that the negotiations can 
reopen whenever they wish to resume them 
on reasonable terms, 
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Asia Policy Re-Combed 


Harold E. Stassen, as an ever-hopeful presi- 
dential candidate, may consider that his inter- 
vention in the Jessup confirmation debate has 
served the useful purpose of putting him in the 
public eye. But it has hardly served the purpose 
of enhancing public confidence in Mr. Stassen. 
What it has done is to bracket him with Senator 
McCarthy as a politician willing to make wild 
charges which he cannot back up. 

Mr. Stassen told the McCarran internal secur- 
ity subcommittee that the State Department be- 
fore Korea had followed in detail a policy for- 
mulated in his presence by Owen Lattimore; 
that this policy was designed to promote the 
Chinese Communists and harm Chiang Kai-shek; 
that Mr. Jessup was a proponent of this policy; 
that the policy included the recognition of Com- 
munist China. From all this Mr. Stassen, like 
Senator McCarthy, is apparently willing to have 
the public conclude that Communist influence 
shaped American policy. 

Both the State Department and Mr. Stassen 
have made themselves faintly ridiculous by fine- 
combing the récord of the 1949 conference. at 
which he says all this came out. The State De- 
partment apparently is trying to prove that in 
1949 it had a policy of implacable hostility to 
the Chinese Communists which it now considers 
appropriate. Mr. Stassen is trying to,prove that 
it had a pro-CCommunist policy adopted as a re- 
sult of some sinister plot. 

They are both wrong. The fact is that for a 
long time after Chiang collapsed and the Com- 
munists swept to power the State Department 
had no policy.

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A Book, a Painting, a Must Bill 

Publication of Richard G. Baumhoff’s book, 
“The Dammed Missouri Valley,” should serve 
to remind Congress of its duty toward this 
region.

Thomas Hart Benton’s painting of a family 
returning to a flood-ruined home is another 
reminder to Congress and an eloquent one.

As House and Senate enter into what may 
be the last week of the present session, this 
urgency becomes truly critical.

months now since the most destructive floods: 


in the nation's history wracked Missouri and 
Kansas. Two months since Senator Hennings 
of St. Louis and 14 colleagues Introduced a bill 
which would create an independent commission 
to determine the Missouri Valley's needs in flood 
control and in all the other phases of a com- 
plete regional development. 

Still Congress does not act. What must it 
take to galvanizé our representatives at Wash- 
ington into action? Does not the worst natural 
disaster in our national history, a _ disaster 
which could have been greatly minimized if 
not indeed largely prevented, suggest to the 
minds of the Senators and Representatives that 
something remains to be done—and that it 
should be done swiftly and effectively? 

Congress has must legislation before it in 
the form of revenue and appropriations meas- 
ures. We submit that it also had must legisla- 
tion before it in the form of Senator Hennings’ 
resolution. 

In the face of the tremendous human suffer- 
ing and the tremendous national loss caused by 
the floods just past, can Congress in conscience 
neglect longer to do its full duty by this one- 
sixth of the United States?

Reminder of Our ,Strength 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower's report on Rus- 
sia’s armed strength supplies a hard core of 
fact for the discussion of a subject which seems 
to carry some people to the verge of hysteria 
while it elicits from others no more than a shrug 
of indifference. 

Reporting to the newly elected executive 
board of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization 
at Rocquencourt, Gen. Eisenhower set the So- 
viet strength at 4,000,000 men. These he broke 
down into roughly 500,000 secret police, 500,000 
Air Force men, 500,000 in the Navy and the 
rest in the ground forces. 3 
Of Russia’s 175 divisions, the general said, 65 
or 75 are either armored or mechanized. There 
has not been much numerical change in the 
last two years, he added, but there has been 
improvement in the training and the equipment 
of the Red forces. 

It would not do just to check off America’s 
3,400,000 men under arms plus, say, Britain's 
800,000 against Russia's “¢,000,000, or to say that 
the French and Italian forces can be counted 
as an offset to the forces of the Russian satel- 
lites. Other factors, such as disposition of the 
forces, must be considered. 

Gen. Eisenhower himself brought out the 
Russian figures to discourage an inclination on 
the part'of some European politicians to cut 
back the military effort of their countries. He 
reminded them of the seriousness of the threat 
and the vastness of the stakes. 

At the same time, the Eisenhower figures 
are the basis for a reasonably concrete appraisal 
of our situation. While we must continue to 
be vigilant, we need not walk in fear. There 
is strength on our side of the Iron Curtain, too. 
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The Doctors and Senator Taft 

Any American citizen who wants to beat the 
Taft-for-President drums, of course, has a per- 
fect right to do so, even if he happens to have 
M.D. after his name. But we do feel that a 
shrewd public relations man would advise the 
doctors of Illinois to think twice before falling 
in with the scheme proposed to them by the 
Draft Taft Clubs of America. 

Over the signature of Dr. Harry M. Hedge, 
former president of the Illinois Medical Society, 
they are being asked to round up a minimum of 
10 members each for the Draft Taft club at a 
dollar per member. Since doctors have Demo- 
cratic as well as Republican friends and patients, 
it does not seem a good idea for them to double 
up as political campaigners. 

The reaction to the Illinois experiment, which 
may be repeated in the 47 other states, has 
been pretty sharp. Attention was at once called 
to the Ohio Senator's withdrawal of his support 
from legislation which would have provided 
aid to medical schools. Now, however people 
may feel about “socialized medicine.” most of 
them do realize that the United States needs 
more doctors. They also realize that medical 
education has become so expensive that aid/ in 
an acceptable form, is essential. / 

Even Senator Taft said so for a long time. So 
the fact that he has now backed into an extreme 
position, seemingly as a preliminary to an ap- 
peal by his supporters to the medical profession, 
will cause many eyebrows to go up.

Gains for Equal Education 


The Mirror

President of Roosevelt College, which pioneered against race quotas, 
sees opposition to racial discrimination in education becoming a 
‘national pattern; yet too many inequalities persist as too few 
colleges dare to challenge the prejudices of their communities. 


Edward J. Sparling in The Christian Register 


In discussing education for a democracy 
we must begin by determining our educa- 
tional goals. Simply stated. education 
should be to develop each citizen to his 
highest capacities so that he can serve his 
family, his community and his world in 
building a peaceful, co-operative society. 

Education should help give understand- 
ing. perspective and a continued interest 
in discovering truth and wisdom. This edu- 
cation should be made available to all and 
if it is democratic it must be based upon 
freedom of inquiry. 

One of the most conspicuous violations 
of our principle of democratic education 
has been and is the quota system in ad- 
missions to institutions of higher learning. 
This system has de- 
nied not only tens of 
thousands of young 
people, what in a 
democracy should be 


. their birthright — an 


equal chance with all 
others to develop 
their native abilities 
—but has denied 
America and the 
world the fruits of 
their potential tal- 
ents. 

Because the free 
flow ‘of ability is es- 
sential in a democra- 
cy, any barrier which 
restricts or prevents the development of 
abilities is a waste of needed human re- 
sources. A barrier such as the quota sys- 
tem does more, it degrades us morally by 
reducing thousands to second class citizen- 
ship. 

Such denial accelerates existing tensions 
and solidifies class distinctions by endors- 
ing and enforcing them. As long as col- 
leges and universities maintain a selective 
quota system for admission of students, 
under which certain minorities are denied 
the chance to learn, our democracy is 
threatened. Our national life is seriously 
affected by the undermining of the moral 
fiber of the quota’s victims and by the 
guilt which must rest upon those who have 
been instrumental in denying education to 
them, 


Victorv Over Prejudice 
; ] 


As a revolt against this discrimination 
in education, Roosevelt College was born 
in Chicago in ‘1945. This venture into edu- 
cational freedom, viewed by some as un- 
workable less than six years ago, has given 
vigorous expression to the principle of 
racial and religious equality. 

Its success and growth in these six short 
years are in essence a victory over preju- 
dice and a victory over many non-demo- 
cratic traditions. This birth of a college 
came from the belief that all men have 
value, that the free flow of ability is so 
inherent in democracy that the two are 
virtually inter-dependent and that only 
through the free flow of ability can a dem- 
ocratic society draw its most able and re- 
sponsible leaders. 


In the founding charter, Roosevelt Col- 
lege stated its two purposes: to provide a 
teaching faculty both free and responsible 
in the discovery and dissemination of truth 
and to provide educational opportunities to 
persons of both sexes and of various races 
and religions on equal terms. 


That such an educational policy should 
be considered unique is one of the great 
contradictions of our democracy, for our 
democracy itself was founded upon those 
same principles of freedom and equality, 
upon the affirmation of the worth and dig- 
nity of the individual. 

Roosevelt College is considered unique, 
perhaps, because it refused to stand silent 
before this educational discrimination. 


This was a bold: experiment in 1945, but 
is fast becoming a pattern in democratic 
education for an increasing number of 
American colleges. Many educators are now 
facing the fact that. the quota system is the 
most troublesome core of discrimination in 
higher education and believe that it must 
be eliminated. 

Wellesley no longer requires an appli- 
cant for admission to list her race and re- 
ligion. The University of Illinois Medical 
School no longer requires an applicant to 
submit a photograph. The University of 
Minnesota has opened campus activities to 
all and several Ohio colleges have insti- 
tuted more liberal admission policies. 


Warning From Two Boards 


Maryland University recently opened its 
graduate school to Negroes. The University 
of Delaware now accepts colored students 
for both undergraduate and graduate study. 
New York State has enacted into law the 
principle of non-discriminatory education 
and both houses of the Missouri legislature 
have passed a bill to open all Missouri in- 
stitutions of college grade to Negroes, 
whether or not there were institutions for 
Negroes offering similar courses. 


These strides toward democratic educa- 
tion are heartening, for real progress has 
been made. Yet, throughout the entire 
country, gross inequalities in educational 
opportunity still persist. Too many colleges 
endorse the prejudices of their communi- 
ties; too few dare run counter to communi- 
ty sentiment and so assume their dominant 
prejudice by accepting or rejecting appli- 
cants according to those prejudices. 

Two presidential commissions have 
pointed up this striking quota system evil. 


The Civil Rights Commission, headed by 
Charles E. Wilson, found an alarming para- 
dox in an educational system which pur- 
ports to train our young people for life in 
a democratic society while “closing the 
doors through bigotry and prejudice to 
equality of educational opportunity.” 


No Artificial Barriers 


The President's Commission on Higher 
Education came to the conclusion that “the 
quota system cannot be justified on any 
grounds compatible with democratic prin- 
ciples” and that “there has been too much 
org and timidity” in doing something 
about it. 


In establishing a non-quota college. 
Roosevelt has succeeded in making higher 
education available to all qualified to learn. 
It has also woven the democratic princi- 
ples of equality and academic freedom into 
all segments of the institution. Facilities 
are open to all students alike. Segregated 
fraternities are prohibited. In the class- 
room, in honorary societies, at social func- 
tions, each student has the opportunity to 
develop personal dignity through his own 
efforts without artificial barriers.

I don’t mean to imply that Les- 
ley Storm’s drama is a blatant 
one. It is far from that. It has 
a quietly logical and meticulous 
development. Its emotions are 
well-ordered and restrained. It 
- gives us a convincing picture of 
a fairly well-to-do London fam- 
ily in the face of a crisis that has 
long been brewing under its sur- 
face of a conventional life. But, 
outside of an exceedingly compe- 
tent performance by Sylvia Sid- 
ney as the mother and a convinc- 
ing one by Henry Daniell as the 
fatier, I found nothing in it of 
more than passing interest. 

Miss Storm’s thin dialogue has 
no verve or pungency, serving only 
to propel events along, and that 
often at a pedestrian pace. Her 
conflict and her climax never rise 
to intensity and turbulence. Her 
mother’s complex for her son is 
watered down; it may be in bet- 
ter taste, but it is vague and dra- 
matically unsatisfying. The lack 
of a courtroom scene so that the 
play may be confined to a single 
set, the family drawing room, 
robs the climax of its natural 
focal point. The situation and 
solution impressed me as sound 
psychologically; but not at all ex- 
citing, not disturbing, and not 
particularly moying.

The play has to do with a Mrs. 
Christie, who, a few days before 
her son’s wedding, shoplifts a 
black chiffon nightgown and is 
arrested and booked for a court 
appearance. She is utterly un- 
able to account for her action. A 
phychiatrist is called in to help 
with the defense, and quickly 
- finds out that Mr. Christie was 
quite jealous of his son. The doc- 
tor explains that the mother and 
son were, because of this father- 
jealousy, “emotionally locked,” 
(but there was no unnatural at- 
traction) and she was so disturbed 
at parting with her son she was 
moved to the irrational act. After 
the psychiatrist has gone, the son’s 
fiancee, who has been living with 
the family, reveals she had awak- 
ened at 3 in the morning a few 
days before to find Mrs. Christie

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How to Tell 
Your Child 
_ About Sex

é6 OW shall I téll my child 
H about sex?” you parents 
again, 


ask us, time and time 
You seldom ask, “how 
shall I tell him about war?” 


_ though war, to our way of think- 


ing, is much harder to explain 
than sex. Nor. are most of you 
too stumped about how to explain 
the nature of the universe, though 
that, again, seems to us a more 
difficult task. 

So our first suggestions to you 
might be to try to think of sex as. 
an unembarrassing, natural sub- 
ject about which you are really 
qualified to speak. Realize that 
here is a field in which the 
chances are that you know the 
answer to any question your child 
may ask. Which is probably not 
true in the fields of relativity or 
of atomic warfare; which do not, 
we suspect, worry you half as 
much as topics of discussion. 

Feel, if you ean, confident and 
unembarrassed. Believe in your- 
self. Not what you say but how 
you say it is what will really in- 
fluence your child. 

* * * 

‘SSECOND, LET the child's own 
question be your guide as to what 
you tell. There is probably no 
safer rule. 

If you give only what informa- 
tion the child asks for, and for 
the most part give it only when 
he asks, you wili avoid that great- 
est error of all—of telling too 
much too soon. You also will be 
fairly sure of a receptive audi- 
ence, since the child is not likely 
to ask unless he wants to hear the 
answer. His questions can be 
your guide as to how much he is- 
ready to hear. 

A third suggestion is not to 
read too much, into the child's 
questions. Don’t let your own 
more detailed knowledge of the 
subject lead you to believe that 
he wants to know all the details, 
when often a very simple answer 
would suffice. 

* * * 

LASTLY, DO NOT make the 
mistake of thinking that you have 
given this. kind of information 
once and for all. Perhaps here 
more than with any other topic, 
the child asks and asks again. 
And you wil Ineed to answer over 
and over again, with increased 
elaboration and detail as he ma- 
tures. It may not be so much 
that he forgets what you say as 
that, as hé grows older, the same 
questions (and the same answers) 
mean different things to him. 

Information which may, have 
gone over the head of the 4-year- 
old may make sense to the five. 
So just because you have given:a 
piece of information once. do not 
check it off your list. You may 
need to tell the same thing half a 
dozen times.

OU should rarely forego a 
Y chance to take a discard pile 

of 10 or more cards. Often it 
will happen that a pile of such 
size does not actually give you 
any melds, and you may not want 
the cards for their own sake. But 
even in such cases you will usu- 
ally take the pack if you can, just 
to keep the opponents from get- 
ting it. If you can’t use the 
cards, they probably can. 

Suppose you hold: 


Not tor any melding purposes, 
surely. Outside of the four, noth- 
ing in the pack matches your 
meld of jacks or the cards in 
your hand. But nevertheless you 
take it. 

When you take it, the oppo- 
nents can't, as mentioned above. 
It gives you two more pairs, 
which will help toward getting a 
future pack if it builds up again. 
It gives you two safe discards, 
the black threes, and various 
loose cards that can be thrown 
while the pack is small. And it 
gives you an extra wild card. 
For all of that, vou ean risk the 
danger of possibly being stuck 
with some extra cards if an oppo- 


- nent goes out. 


Your only meld is three jacks 
with a deuce and joker. The op- 
poments have a meld of aces and 
have contemplated a canasta of 
10s. 

As your turn arrives there are 
10 cards in the discard pile: a 
deuce, which froze it: a king, a 
10, pairs of eights and sixes, two 
black threes, and on top a four 
that was just discarded. 

The four gives you the pack, if 
you want it.

A Critic Apologizes

NEW YORK, Oct. 15. 

IKE to make a public apology today—much overdue, such 
L as about 15 years—to a Mr. Red Skelton, lately of the TV 

racket, and for long a resident of the radio and movies. 
Mr. Skelton, sir, you are not as funny as a duodenal ulcer, as 
once I claimed. With video to work with, you are a very 
funny man. 

Mr. Skelton will remember a brash cub reporter in Wash- 
ington, where Mr. Skelton was performing at the old Fox 
Theater, along about 1936 or early 1937. The cub was sitting 
in as second-string drama critic, and he had been reading an 
awful lot of Dorothy Parker and Alexander Woollcott. What 
he did to Mr. Skelton was a horrifying thing.

THE SONGS OF 50 YEAR

UMMAGING through an old 
R bureau in his family’s cotta: ; 

on ‘“ackinac Island this sum- 
mer, Walter J. G. Neun, attorney 
and former president of the 
Board of Aldermen, came upon 
a collection of sheet music that 
took him back in memory to the 
good old days around the turn 
of the century. 

Faded and a trifle dog-eared, 
the sheets of music, given away 
back in the early 1900s with the 
Sunday supplement of the Post- 
Dispatch, all bear tear - jerking 
titles and the words to the songs 
invariably tell of love gone astray 
or cut down by death in the 
bloom. Not a lyric in the lot to 
compare with today’s “Come 
On-a My House” or “Did I Hurt- 
cha, Burn Ya, Cutcha Much?” 

Neun doesn’t remember just 
which of the songs in the collec- 
tion were the most popular, but 
he does remember that it was 
quite the thing for courting 
couples to spend. Sunday evenings 
trying out the latest Sunday sup- 
plement song on the parlor organ. 

Our favorite, and one _ that 
would make even a modern girl 
mess up her mascara, is a 
lachrymal little number entitled 
“She Has Left the Old Love For 
the New” which was written and 
composed by one J. Arthur Nel- 
son (presumably a popular song 
writer of the period) especially 
for the Post-Dispatch of July 21, 
1901: 

Verse: 


“Another heart is broken, a wife 
has gone astray. 

She from the path of duty has 
been led. 

Their -home was one of gladness 
before she went away. 

The sunshine of a husband’s life 
has fled. 


Not contented with the old love, 
she left her happy home. 
With another she departed in 

other climes to --am. 
And when from toil her husband 
came toward the close of day 
His heart near broke to think that 
she, he loved had gone astray. 


Chorus: 


She has left the old love for the 
faithless new. 

Left the one who loved her fondly 
and true. 

From the path of duty strayed, 
by a faithless heart betrayed. 

She has left the old love for the 
new.’ 

Then a few weeks later, on 
Sept. 15, 1901, the melancholy 
Mr. Nelson furnished another 
Sunday supplement song entitled 
“I Promised I’d Protect Her and 
I Will.” Sort of a gay nineties 
torch tune, the verse goes like 
this: 


“The Christmas bells were ring- 
ing out their anthems soft and 
sweet. 

A fair-haired girl with tattered 
dress came slowly down the 
street. 

A crowd of men accosted her. She 
shrank back in alarm. 

Whilst one more forward than the 
rest, seized her by the arm. 

A young man sprang amongst the 
crowd. “Unhand the girl,” he 
cried. 

“What right have you to inter- 
fere?” the other man replied. 

“She’s nothing but an outcast who 
would sell her soul for bread.” 

But heeding not the cruel taunt, 
these words the stranger said: 

Chorus 

I promised I’d protect her years 
ago when we stood by the altar 
side by side 

And though our paths have part- 
ed here below, I can’t forget 
this girl was once my bride. 

No matter what her past life may 
have been, I will try and do my 
duty to her still. 

Though she’s shattered every vow, 
God, not I, must judge her now! 

I promised I’d protect her—and 
I will.”

lican nominee for mayor of St. 
Louis in 1933, confided that he 
was quite a violin and mandolin 
player in his youth. A member of 
the Smith Academy Mandolin 
Club, his favorite violin number, 
as he remembers it, was “The Al- 
pine. Storm.” 

“I could really saw my way 
through ‘The Alpine Storm,’” 
Neun laughs. “Even today, when 
I hear it occasionally, it brings 
back old memories of Smith Acad- 
emy which was then at Nineteenth 
street and Washington avenue.

but men’s styles had changed: as 
well. 

“Peg top pants were the sensi- 
ble thing,’’ Neun says, “because 
nearly all of us rode bicycles in 
those days. I was quite a bicycle 
racer myself. Used to spend a 
lot of time at the Pastime Track, 
where the Wagner Electric Co. 
site now is.” 

Nowadays when a boy goes to 
call on a girl he wouldn’t be 
caught dead pedaling up to her 
house on a bicycle. He drives up 
in papa’s car and the kids take 
out for the nearest hamburger 
haven to listen to something like 
“Put Something on the Bar Be- 
sides Your Elbows, I Can’t Ring 
Them Up in the Till” on the juke 
box. But back in the good old 
days it was quite the thing for a 
lad to pedal up on a bicycle, pre- 
sent his girl with a bunch of 
posies and spend the evening in 
the parlor drinking lemonade, 
eating homemade cake and pol- 
ishing up the last Sunday’s sup- 
plement song while his girl picked 
out the tune on the family piano. 
A lad could really put his heart 
into the old numbers, too. Some- 
thing you can’t do today with 
things like “Little Rock Getaway” 
and “Jump for Joe.”

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LITTLE research in the files 
Ac the Post-Dispatch of 50 
years ago discloses that times 
have indeed changed—and not 
only in tunes. Just 50 years ago 
this month a St. Louis furniture 
store was advertising all wool, in- 
grain carpets, size 12x15 for 
$13.75. You could take a round 
trip to Chicago for $5.and buy a 
four-burner steel coal range for 
$18.75. There were plenty of 
nickel cigars advertised and a 
girl could buy a lace-trimmed, 
tucked, embroidered and hem- 
stitched” shirt waist for 48 cents. 
“In those days,” says Neun, “a 
man not only could afford to get 
married on $35 a week, he could 
raise a large sized family.” 

And the ads prove that fact. 
Women’s seamless fast-black cot- 
ton ribbed hose cost only 15 cents 
a pair. Coal could be had from 
cars on the track at Second and 
North Market streéts for six and 
one-half cents a bushel and a pair 
of black lace vici-kid shoes with 
patent leather toes cost only $2 
at the Famous. 


The Union Dental College ad- 
vertised that they would extract 
teeth and do “soft fillings” free 
of charge and the National Den- 
tal Parlors advertised a full set of 
false teeth for two bucks. 

Grand-Leader sold lace curtains 
for $1.25 a pair, had a “mantel” 
folding bed that folded up to look 
like a fireplace with a mirror over 
it for $12.59 and a coal-oil lamp 
with an opal glass shade for $1.24. 

They also advertised gas light- 
ers, complete with a box of 30 
wax tapers, for only nine cents. 
You could get a good Morris chair 
for $7.75 and women’s corset cov- 
ers could be had for a quarter. 

A real estate company was ad- 
vertising frame cottages for as lit- 
tle as $750 and you could get a 
six-room house with the sidewalk 
and* sewer already laid for $2500. 
Eight-year-old Green Mountain 
Rye or Double Copper Distilled 
Bourbon was selling at $2.49 a 
quart. 

Fifty years ago you could get 
a can of corned beef for 10 cents, 
a pound of Wisconsin cream 
cheese for 12 cents, a package 


of fresh farm sausage for 19 
cents, 11 cakes of laundry soap 
for 24 cents and enough round 
steak to feed the whole family 
for a quarter.

The bidding: 

South West North East

It goes without saying that 
North-South should not have 
reached the slam contract, lack- 
ing as they did the ace of spades 
and some very important trumps.’ 
However, their bidding was not 
entirely illogical. South felt that 
he might be selling out too cheap- 
ly, under the vulnerability condi- 
tions, if he allowed North’s double 
of three spades to stand, and al- 
though this was a miscalculation, 
South could not be severely crit- 
icized. It is always uncomfort- 
able for a vulnerable player who 
holds a seven-card major suit 
hand to bid the suit only once. 

When South went to four hearts 
in the face of North’s warning 
double, it was qfite in order for 
North to invite the slam by bid- 
ding five hearts, in spite of his 
singleton. From his point of view 
South’s hearts could have been 
far more solid. As for South’s 
acceptance of the slam invitation 
—well, to paraphrase Oscar 
Wilde, bridge players can resist 
anything but temptation. 

West, apparently feeling that 
the only chance was to find his 
partner with a singleton or void 
in spades, cashed his ace and led 
a second spade. South discarded 
a club and then slyly led dummy’s 
remaining spade honor. As he 
hoped, East fell—he ruffed the 
spade with a low trump! South 
overruffed and proceeded to lay 
down the ace and king of trumps. 
Great was the fall thereon, and 
the slam was “in.” 


It was absurd for East to ruff 
the spade—he should have known 
that South would not have given 
him the chance except’ with an 
ulterior motive. But since East 
did insist on ruffing, at least he 
should have ruffed with the jack!

None 
of them believes that the 
the U.S.S.R. would win, and the 
most optimistic envision the 
United Nations increasing in 
strength through this period of 
war and eventually occupying 
recalcitrant countries in the in- 
terest of bringing them all into 
a peaceful orbit. 

They do not as a rule envi- 
sion the possibility, which I 
think likely, that no country 
would be left with sufficient 
strength to do more than try to 
begin to recapture some of the 
civilization which had been de- 
stroyed, and that the United 
Nations would be gone, for no 
one would have time to 
of anyone but himself.

FROM MY point of view, peo- 
ple who even think about the 
possibility of bringing on a war 
are doing great harm. 

Everyone of us should con- 
centrate on the promotion of 
such things as will bring about 
increased respect for individual 
human beings, the gradual ac- 
ceptance of all of us of the fact 
that different levels of develop- 
ment do not mean fundamental 
inability to develop further, and 
a willingness to strive in every 
way to find the answers on eco- 
nomic and social matters which 
will remove suspicion in the 
world and make our increase 
in military strength valid.
